Historical Notes. 


EIGATE PRIORY stands on the site of a Religions House founded 
by William de Warenne, Earl of Surrey, and Isobel, his wife, who 
died in 1240. It was built for some Augustinian Canons, 

dedicated to the Virgin Mary and the Holy Cross, and formed one of 
the smaller Convents which were dissolved by Henry VIII. 


The site of the Priory was granted to Lord Howard of Effingham, 
who was the eldest son of Thomas, second Duke of Norfolk, and the 
Father of the great naval hero who fought the Spaniards. The grant 
was made in exchange for the Rectory of Tottenham, Middlesex, taking 
effect from 1541. - During the reign of Queen Anne the house was 
adapted to the style of the period, retaining many of the older features, 
including a fine transomed stone window of the 15th Century, opening 
on to a secondary staircase. Peculiar interest is attached to the great 
oak Chimneypiece in the Salon or Grand Hall. It was designed by 
Holbein, whose drawing for the work is said to be in the British 
Museum. ‘Tradition has it that Henry VIII. had it made for Nonsuch ~ 
House, Ewell, from whence it was removed to Reigate by Lord Howard 
of Effingham. John Evelyn, the diarist, says, however, it was brought 
from Blechingley, another House which Henry VIII. gave to Anne of 
Cleves. He remarks :—‘‘I went to Rygate to visit Mrs. Cary at my 
Lady Peterboro’s in an ancient Monastery, well in repair but the parks 
much defac’d ; the house is nobly furnish’d. The Chimney piece in 
the greate Chamber carv’d in wood was of Hen. 8, and was taken from 
an house of his in Blechinglee. At Rygate was now ye Archbishop of 
Armagh, the learned James Usher whom I went to visite.” 


It is said that James II., when Duke of York, resided’ for some 
time in this House. Faint reminiscences of the original occupiers of 
the ancient building are reflected in the names of the ‘“ Monks’ Walk,” 
a charming feature of the grounds, and the ‘“‘ Monks’ Passage,” a long 
gallery above the bedroom floor in the Mansion which communicates 
with an apartment in the beamed roof known as the “ Monks’ Hole.” 


From Lord William Howard the Priory descended through his 
family and became the jointure of Margaret, widow of Charles, second 
Karl of Nottingham, who afterwards married Lord Monson. Great 
litigation followed between Lord Monson and the Countess of Peter- 
borough, who obtained a verdict after a long suit, but Lord Monson 
brought down a piece of ordnance to keep possession. These disputes 
were not finally settled at the Restoration, but the attainder of Lord 
Monson seems to have left the lady in quiet possession. Notwithstand- 
ing her former opposition to the Crown, she had interest enough to 
procure a fresh grant of the Estate to her youngest son John, which is 
dated 6th July, 12 Charles II., and which also grants the reversion in 
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fee which under the first grant remained in the Crown. This John 
took a leading part in bringing about the Restoration, and narrowly 
escaped conviction under Cromwell. 


After passing through various hands, the Estate was offered by 
auction in 1766, when it was bought by Richard Ireland, of Dorking, 
who made great changes in the House, which is a winged structure 
with long central portion having a pediment and cupola above the main 
entrance. In the centre of the frieze of the fireplace in the Hall is a 
shield of Henry VIII. between two Cherubs, and below on the stone 
arch of the chimney piece are the arms of Lord Howard of Effingham. 


In 1801 the Estate was acquired by George Mowbray, from whom 
it passed to Lord Somers in 1808, and from him it descended to the 
present Owner.
